Paris normally is the city for relaxing for a 
somewhat travel - weary voyager anxious, in the 
first place, to see how that part of the world from 
Western Norway to Greece to Egypt operates. 
But this reporter found exploration of important 
and divergent viewpoints on questions of global 
significance too timely and interesting to.succumb 
immediately to the magic and the spell of the bub­ 
bling City of Lights. 
For example, I spent two hours as a guest of 
Claude Lebel, suave and able top-drawer member 
of the French Foreign Ministry and, naturally, an 
ardent admirer of President de Gaulle. 
For another example, I took a day out of what 
was supposed to be a rest stop before returning 
home, to visit Supreme Headquarters Allied Com­ 
mand Europe (SHAPE) at Rocquencourt, a few 
miles from Paris in the vicinity of Versailles, for a 
talk and luncheon with top brass of a Command 
whose responsibility is to protect 15 NATO nations 
from any possible aggression from the East. 


The viewpoints: 
The French government 
under dreamer de 
Gaulle’s whip continues looking down its nose at 
NATO as something no longer really necessary to 
Europe’s security and while it buys the North Atlan­ 
tic Treaty, it thinks the “Organization” as beefed up 
by SHAPE has pretty well served its purpose. 
France is stockpiling its own nuclear hardware, 
although how effective it might be is purely specula­ 
tive. Other members of the Western Europe bloc, 
especially West Germany, are becoming militarily 
sufficient. Europe itself is prosperous. And since 
Communism has turned from military to economic 
force as a way of life, why the need of NATO, per se, 
and SHAPE as a protector? 
This is the Paris implication. Yet this isn’t to 
say France is ready to attempt to scuttle NATO. 
But de Gaulle, the strong man, is pretty strong. 
He’s able to look after himself or would have the 
world think so. 


SHAPE doesn’t buy this sort of thinking. 
General Lyman L. Lemnitzer, who in January, 
1963, succeeded General Lauris Norstad, as the su­ 
preme allied commander in Europe, had this to 
say: 
“The need for NATO and for its military arm, 
SHAPE, is greater now than ever before. 
“Should SHAPE by some circumstance pull out, 
Russia could nuclear blackmail any country in Eu­ 
rope, and probably would. But she can’t do this sort 
of thing as long as a group of countries as repre­ 
sented in NATO bas superior nuclear capacity.” 
SHAPE officials admit that the economic ex­ 
plosion, increasing prosperity and bettor living 
standards in European countries have developed 
something of a complacency among governments 
and people, that perhaps the awareness of dangers 
from Eastern borders is not always as acute now as 
it was a decade or less ago. 
Yet, there is no considerable problem of co­ 
operation among NATO nations nor their willingness 
to meet their obligations as NATO members. 
And SHAPE willingly pulls out the charts and 
the statistics to show you Russia and her satellites 
remain poised for action should advantageous op­ 
portunity arise and should the SHAPE ring of 
strategically located military power be consider- 
ablv weakened. 


Here’s an example of what SHAPE means as 
translated in terms of Soviet potential facing NATO, 
always ready and alert: 
Russia has an army of 2,225,000 troops. In addi­ 
tion, there are 26 Soviet tank or motorized divisions 
in East Germany, Poland and Hungary, all fully 
combat - ready. There are also BO additional divi­ 
sions provided by the satellite countries of the War­ 
saw Pact, roughly a Russian counterpart of NATO. 
Russia’s air force is equipped with 12,000 mod­ 
ern aircraft of highest quality manned by well- 
trained pilots and crews. Satellite air forces add 
another 2,000 military planes. 
The Soviet navy is the second largest in the 
world, next only to that of the United States. And 
it is known that Russia has several hundred short- 
range and intermediate missiles targeted on Europe 
with an undetermined number of intercontinental 
jobs aimed in the general direction of America. 
SHAPE officials don’t kid themselves about the 
possibility of a miscalculation. Their job is, first, 
to prevent an explosion, and second, to defend 
NATO territory, if attacked, as far forward as 
necessary. 
This was my third visit to the command head­ 
quarters in the past few years: My impression is 
unchanged. SHAPE is dedicated to its job. 


Now, a refresher on recent changes in French 
foreign policy. 
Minister Lebel insisted that France’s recogni­ 
tion of Red China was necessary in order that Paris 
might know directly what is going on in Peking. 
Until recognition, her only communication with 
China was through Moscow. And, oh yes, there are 
certain trade expansion advantages. 
Such recognition shouldn’t have been shocking 
to the United States, said he, since no less than seven 
other European countries have established relations 
with Peking. Indeed, he felt that the time must 
come when America stops ignoring the fact that 
800,000,000 people live behind the bamboo curtain. 
France doesn’t like U.S. policy in South Vietnam
